One  of 
those  remarkable  persons  with  a  passion  for  helping  others, 
but  helping  quietly  behind  the  scenes,  this  tireless  55-year 
old  nurse  still  travels  at  a  pace  that  "once  in  a  while  permits 
a  complete  day  at  home." 

Contrary  to  the  professional-woman  tradition,  Mrs.  Rigg 
has  successfully  combined  marriage  and  a  full-fledged  career, 
although  she  now  finds  that  she  "doesn't  have  enough  time  to 
see  enough  of  my  six  grandchildren."
